|lant-mast, a signalof distress. It was supposed on 
board the Alligator that she was in distress, and 
she accordingly run down for her, under a press of 
sail; but was surprized by the discharge of the 
broadside of the ship, when within a short distance 
of her. She kept up a firing for nearly an hour, in 
a raking position, before a single gun was fired 
from the Alligator. All this time, the flag of the 
United States was flying on board the A. and the 
ship was without any national flag displayed. The 
Alligator, at the ¢:»iration of about an hour from 
the first attack, c>-::menced firing on the ship, and 
continued the sam - till she was within pistol shot of 
her, on her quarter, when her whole broadside be- 
ing ready for a discharge, capt. Stockton hailed the 
ship, to know who and what she was, and whether 
she had any national flag or not. No-answer was 
returned, but a few minutes after the Portuguese 
flag was run up at the mizen, and two guns were 
discharged at the Alliyator after the flag was up.— 
Capt. S. then hailed the ship, saying if they did not 
cease firing, and send their boat on board the schr.
